A Rcimintcan* leader who Is In closo 


toucli with the State administration 
is quoted as follows: 


Supported by Judges.

"It has boon stated that the excise 


bill Is the suggestion of tho lluor In- 
terests ot the State. Such Is not th-a 
case. The suggestion comes from the 
Judges themselves, -who dosiro to bo 
relieved of a duty that, while not judic- 
ial In Its nature. Is very distasteful 
and unpleasant. The handling of the 
liquor business places the court in a 
position to bo misunderstood and to 
have its honesty, its honor and its good 
faith challenged by the public. 


"The granting of licenses under tho 


Broohs law Is largely a matter ot dis- 
cretion. It is controlled more by tho 
personal views ot tho Judge than by 
the laws and the facts and circum- 
stances. It is not'fair to Impose upon 
the court a. duty which necessarily In- 
volves It In tho conlllcL of views which 
exist In the minds of the people upon 
this question. Kvon if tho Judge acts 
In the utmost good faith in the grant- 
ing or the withholding of a license, 
his motives are Impugned as dishonest 
and Impure by whichever side happens 
to be offended. If the Judge has oeen 
supported by the liquor Interests, this 
act Is recanted as the payment of ,a 
political obligation; If otherwise, it Is 
regarded ai- \tn act of retaliation. 


"In either event the respect for and 


tho conlldenco In tho court Is destroy. 
ed and Irreparable damage done. If 
ho has not had cither their supirorf or 
their opposition, his act Is regarded as 
a bid for their support in tho future If 
ho grants the license, or as contlsca-. 
tlon of properly if ho refuses It. so 
that In cither event tho Judge Is dis- 
credited. 


"This is the ease where tho Judge 


acts conscientiously, and how much 
tnore serious is the1 situation 'where ho 
Is controlled by ,t different motive. Tho 
purpose In placing tho granting of tho 
liquor licenses In the hands of 
tho 


Judges was to protect It from abuse 
and keep It as resi>cetablc as possible, 
but 1 believe the concensus of opinion 
among the best people Is that Its Inllu- 
enoo has bcon to drag tho Judiciary 
down rather than to lift tho liquor 
business up. 


"It Is ot vital Importance that tho 


Judiciary remain clean and pure and 
that It hold tho fullcs.t measure of 
public conlldenco. 
License court sur- 


loumls It with scand.U and au unholy 
atuosphcre, which will not bo remov- 
ed so long a.s the Judges arc called 
upon to perform this duty. 
They 


should bo relieved ot every duty not 
•-trictly judicial. The Judges will there- 
by be restored lo the high positions 
they osco occupied, possessing and 
holding the confidence and respect of 
tho people, and the fountain ot justico 
will ho kept pure."
